Subsection (2) of section 29.28 of the statutes is
repealed.

Section 2. Three new subsections are added to section 29.28
of the statutes, to be numbered and to read: (29.28) (2) There
shall be no close season to catch or kill fish, or fish for fish of any
variety through the ice on the following named waters:

(b) Calumet county: All waters.

(¢) Crawford county: All waters.

(d) Dane county: All waters.
